John Maynard Keynes, famous 
British economist and Fellow of 
King's College, Cambridge, has 
definitely broken with the teach- 
ings of Ricardo and what he de- 
scribes as “the classical school” 
of economics. This does not mean 
that Mr. Keynes has joined the 
ranks of the reformers, but that 
he no longer accepts as axiomatic 
economic principles held long by 
orthodoxy. 

In a compendious volume, "“Gen- 
eral Theory of Employment, In- 
terest and Money,” Prof. Keynes re- 
states his revised economic concep- 
tions. 

The work has already created a 
|} sensation in economic circles of two 
continents 
|DRAG ON PROSPERITY

the most important theoretical eco-

Keynes’ outstanding departure 
from the classical school is to be 
found in his discovery that there 


is an insufficiency of “effective de- 
mand,” which means @ shortage of 
money in the hands of consumers. 
Prof. Keynes pins great faith 
upon the maintenance of a correct 
ratio between what he refers to as 
the propensity to consume” (which 
is the rate at which money orders 
for all sorts of goods are placed) 
and the “rate of new investment.” 


BANK CREDIT FLOW 

He contends: 

“If the propensity to consume and 
the rate of new investment result 
in a deficient effective demand, the 
actual level of employment will 
jfall short of the supply of labor 
| potentially available at the exist- 
jing real wage.” 

In other words, Industry will 
| be operating on such a low tempo 
that all the people who could be 
| employed with any increase in 
| the general level of wages would 

not be employed. 

Following this observation, Prof. 
Keynes asserts: “This analysis sup- 
plies us with an explanation of the 
paradox of poverty in the midst of 
plenty.

|mand may, and often will, bring 
|the increase of employment to a 
| standstill before a level of full 
employment has been reached.”

The badly infested areas in Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan show a satisfactory shrinkage, 
that in Alberta is only one-third smaller. The 
infested region in this province runs north from 
the international boundary in a strip about 70 
miles wide, flanking the foothill country, to a 
point north of Calgary. 

Manitoba, it is said, will not need to carry on 
a hopper-killing campaign. Saskatchewan may 
be able to modify its operations. Alberta will 
evidently have to spread the poisoned mash with 
a free hand when summer comes. 


THE LUCKY DOGS 

The Provincial Treasurer will probably not 
worry much because the Minister of Agricul- 
ture did not get his dog tax bill through the 
Legislature. The prospect of collecting outside 
the towns was not very good anyway, and it 
isn't the town dogs that do the sheep-killing 

Considering the cost of collecting, or trying 
to collect, the dog tax scheme did not Jook much 
better as a producer of net revenue than that 
other bright idea of putting a tax on wolves. 

Maybe there is something in what one Social 
Credit member suggested; that the sheep-kill- 
ing will stop when the dividends begin to cir- 
culate and the farmers are able to give their 
dogs enough to eat. Still, as things usually go 
it isn’t the farm dog but the town dog that goes 
hungry. And anyhow, the dividends are not 
circulating, and with the Major gone ne man 
knows when they will start. 

In any case, and whatever the future may do 
to them or for them, the dogs for the time are 
luckier than the humans. Nobody headed off 
the sales tax aimed at the latter. 


Hi MUST GET SEED 

The Agricultural Stabilization Act, which 
was passed at the last session of the Legislature, 
and which gives the farmer the protection cf a 
virtual moratorium, is to be repealed, and re- 
placed by legislation not yet introduced. 

Since the former Act is being repealed at 
the urgent request of farmers’ creditors, it is to 
be supposed the new one will lessen the im- 
munity from legal proceedings which the 
farmer debtor has hitherto had. 

An advance statement suggests a hope that 
under the new Act mortgage companies and 
banks will take care of the needs of their farmer 
debtors in regard to feed and seed grain 
and other advances necessary to enable these 
to carry on spring operations. 

But suppose they don't? Mortgage compan- 
ies and banks have hitherto resisted any sug- 
gestion that they go into “partnership” with 
debtors who could not meet their obligations. 
What assurance is there that they have changed 
their policy in this respect? 

In case they should refuse to do what it is 
thus hoped they will do, nothing should be writ- 
ten into the new Act that would absolve the 


Government from responsibility to see that 
the debt-ridden farmer gets feed and seed and 
any other advances necessary to enable him to 
put in a crop. 
WHAT ABOUT CERTIFICATES? 
The Legislature has heard a good deal dur- 
ing the session about the legal necessity and 
the mora] obligation to find money somewhere 
with which to redeem the $3,200,000 of provin- 
cial bonds which fall due on April first. 

Zut not much has been heard about any 
legal and practically nothing about 
any moral obligation, to find money with whict 
to redeem the $10,000,000 of savings certificates 
which have been suspended by executive fiat

That the certificate-holders are legally less 
able to protect themselves than the bond-hcld- 
ers does not in any degree lessen their moral 
claim to be treated fairly and on the same basis. 
They have been dealt with arbitrarily, for no 
other apparent reason than that they could not 
throw the province into bankruptcy, Had they 
been in a position to do that, something would 
have been done long ago to make the certifi- 
cates convertible into cash. 

These certificates represent savings en- 
trusted to the government on the express un- 
dertaking that they could be recovered on de- 
mand, Because they represent savings, the 
presumption is that the holders are more likely 
to need their money than those who bought 
the maturing bonds as an investment and might 
be able to get along without the capital so long 
as the interest is paid. 

The certificate-holder is entitled to know 
what position he is in, what prospect there is 
that his money will be made available to him, 
and what steps are being taken to that end. 
The session should not close without a full and 
frank explanation of what has been done in 
that regard, and a serious discussion of what 
further is proposed to be done or can be done.

Eye Exercises Beneficial 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
To many of you, the thought of exercising 
the eye muscles will come as a completely new 
idea, but I assure you that you may do a great 
deal for the eyes through taking such exercises, 
The eyes are constantly used every moment 


of the waking hours, but the eye muscles are 
seldom exercised systematic- 
ally. If you wish to keep 
your eyes strong, you should 
know that you can exercise 
the muscles which move the 
eyes in the same way that an 
athlete exercises to develop 
strength in any particular set 
of muscles in the body. 

When the eyes are only 
required to do the work of 
reading, typing, or of keeping 
books, sewing, etc, they are 
not called upon to make the adjustments that 
would be needed if you were looking at objects 
different distances away. For example, when 
you are out of doors and you look at a hill some 
distance away and then glance at the grass at 
your feet, the movement of the eyeball will give 
the eye muscles a more or less natural exer- 
cise. When you remain looking at an object 
very close to you, such exercise is not obtained.

the right, and to the left. Or, you can roll the 
eyes around in such a way as to move them in 
a complete circle. These movements are accom- 
plished by certain pairs of eye muscles. Those 
muscles may be strengthened by exercise just 
as surely as the muscles of the arm may be 
strengthened by active use. 

When your eyes feel tired after you have 
been looking at close work for a long time, it 
is a good plan to give the eye muscles a little 
work to do by exercising thtm which will bring 
a better flow of blood to the eye region and 
will give the cramped eye muscles a chance 
to limber up. You will realize that if you sit 
down for several hours, when you first try to 
stand up, the leg muscles are cramped and stiff 
from being held in one position for too long 
a time. The discomfort is relieved by walking 
around. About the same thing happens when 
you keep the eyes trained on close work for a 
long period—the muscles get tired. The quick- 
est way to relieve them from the symptoms 
which result when they are held in a fixed 
position is to put them through some exercises 
which will give the muscles a chance to adjust 
themselves to different positions. These exer- 
cises are quite simple and may be done by 
any one. 

I suggest that in undertaking the exercises, 
you do each one anly a few times at first, grad- 
ually increasing the number of times you carry 
out each separate one. Begin slowly, if you 
want to gain the greatest effect. Also, if your 
vision seems blurry at the time that you want 
to take the exercises, before doing them, give 
the eyes a chance to rest by “palming.” Palm- 
ing means that ycu make a cup out of the palm 
of each hand and then put the two hands ever 
the two eyes. Press the cupped palm firmly 
over the eye socket so that everything is dark 
before you when the eyes are open. That will 
give the eyes a short rest period. 

You will find that eye exercises will lcave 
the eyes with a refreshed, stimulated sensation. 
Tension will disappear and your eyes will feel 
much better. 

The special exercises to take for strengthen- 
ing the eye muscles are given in my article 
called Exercising the Eyes. You may obtain 
the article by writing to me and enclosing one 
large, self-addressed envelope and ten cents. 
Certainly, every woman who takes these exer- 
cises may expect to benefit from them. If you 
wish to have eyes which sparkle, and if you 
wish to keep your eyes young, try these exer- 
cises. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. L. K. asks: “What could 
cause me to have speels of belching during the 
day’? Iam not sick and am able to work all 
right but this continuous belching is a bother.” 

ANSWER: Since belching may be due to 
any number of different causes, it is hard for 
me to know the actual cause present in your 
case, The two main causes of belching ore 
digestive disorders and disorders of the liver 
and gall bladder. If the stomach, liver and 
gall bladder are doing their work normally, the 
probability is that you have formed the habit 
of swallowing air. If I could examine you for 
only a few minutes with the Fluoroscope, I 
could tell if you have formed the habit of 
swallowing air, which is a very common one. 
If you are an air-swallower, the Fluoroscope 
will show a pocket of air in the top of the 
stomach. It is the effort to get rid of this which 
produces the belching. I find that the best 
plan, in those cases where the health is good 
and where an organic disorder has not deveiop- 
ed, is to let the patient watch herself during 
the Fluorescopic examination so she can see 
how the swallowing air induces the pocket. 
The habit can be corrected and the belching 
then disappears. 

QUESTION:: H. G. writes: “Can tattooing be 
removed without leaving a scar?” 

ANSWER: While several satisfactory meth- 
ods of removing tattooing are known, there 
usually remains a small amount of scar tissue 
regurdless of which method is used. In experi- 
enced hands, such removal is attended by less 
scarring than would otherwise be the case. 

QUESTION: “Subscriber” asks: “My little 
boy, age 5, is very cross sometimes. What is 
the reason?” 

ANSWER: The two most common causes of 
crossness in young children are digestive dis- 
turbances and constipation. I believe that he 
will probably improve if you keep him on a 
correct diet. In addition, have him take a short 
nap after lunch. If this does not regain his 
normal disposition within a reasonable time, 
have him examined, to find out what is wrong.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1643 Maison- 
neuve, the founder of Montreal, 
had a miraculous escape from a 
terrible death by torture. The 


colony of Ville Marie, founded 
the previous May, had been fre- 
quently attacked by the Iroquois, 
Al the forays had been beaten 
off, but as the winter drew near 
its close the Indians determined 
to make a last attempt before 
the snow disappeared. Equally 
the colonists, or some of them, 
wanted a final brush with the In- 
dians. Maisonneuve did not 
want to attack, but was forced 
to do so, and 30 of the garrison 
went out against the enemy with 
Maisonneuve at their head. They 
soon met 200 Iroquois; the fight 
waxed hot and went against the 
French, who decided on retreat. 
This developed into a rout, and 
most of the French ran for

The joint declaration 
at the Imperial Conference at Ottawa in 1932, the declaration at 
the London Conference in the succeeding year, and various state- 
ments by the Chancellor of the Exchequer have all laid down the 
basic principle that for money to be truly ‘sound’ there must be 
enough of it to finance an ordinarily growing volume of trade, 
yet not so much as to give rise to an inflationary movement of 
prices. The major tests of sufficiency are to be found in compesra- 
tive stability of the price leve] and the extent of unused produc- 
tive capacity, of which the number of ynemployed may afford 
some indication.” 


Hon. Rupert E. Beckett of the Westminster Bank was also 
very definite as to the necessity of stabilizing costs to industries 
on the basis of real world values, saying: 


“Money has been available to industry in plentiful amount, 
at extremely low rates of interest. When we cast off from our 
gold moorings in September, 1931, it would have needed a brave 
man to prophesy that we should weather four years’ vicissitudes 
without the restoration of our anchorage, and that during those 
four years we should make such substantial progress. Perhaps the 
most remarkable feature of those four years has been the stability 
of prices in Great Britain. Since we departed from the gold stan- 
dard, wholesale prices in this country, as measured by the Board 
of Trade, have shown a variation of no more than 10 per cent. 
and since the beginning of 1934 one of only 5 per cent. In the 
United States, in the four-years’ period, wholesale prices have 
had a range of 29 per cent., in France one of 32 per cent., in Ger- 
many 16% per cent., and in Italy 1742 per cent. It is hardly neces- 
sary for me to point out the inestimable benefit of price stability 
to our commercial and industrial interests.” 


Social Credit is, in the final analysis, a method of money 
management, so that every industry, large and small, national and 
community, may have stabilized prices for its necessities, and may 
employ the greatest possible number of workers. On this point, 
Mr. McKenna said: 


“Monetary management can do no more than remove ob- 
stacles in the way of industry and assist its expansion. It can 
help to extend the area of employment and bring production and 
consumption into better relationship; but, notwithstanding many 
dogmatic assurance to the contrary, it cannot of itself create 
wealth available for distribution.”

Editor Bulletin: In the spring of 
the year 190], whilst a member 
of the R.N.W.M.P., I was sent in 
charge of a two-man 
handle quarantine regulations at 


Ponoka where an outbreak of | 


smallpox had occurred amongst 
the Indians, there being reported 
to be forty cases, We were billet- 
ed at a farm house and one day 
the lady of the house showed me 


a book in which was a piece about 


smallpox. This gave the doctor's 
name and address, neither of 
which I recollect, This item stated 
that this doctor staked his reputa- 
tion as a medica! man on the fol- 
lowing being a certain preventive 
and sure cure for smallpox. One 
ounce of cream of tartar disselved 
in a pint of boiling water, allowed 
to cool, A tablespoonful w be

taken overy two or three hours 
as required. 

One day Dr. Sharp of Lacombe, 
who was the medical health offi- 
cer, came up to make an inspec- 
tion and I drove him out to Battle 
River to see some cases there. 
The particular case I have in 
mind was in a one-room shack in 
which were living an Indian wo- 
man, young man and young girl. 
The Indian woman was lying on 
a bed on the floor. Her face was 
a mask and there were only slits 
where eyes and mouth were. After 
we came out Dr. Sharp told me 
that he did not think this woman 
would recover. I thought to my- 
self that this would be a good 
case to try the cream of tartar 
out on. I purchased a package and 
took it out, giving it to the young 
man with instructions how to use 
it, and was informed afterwards 
that the old lady recovered and 
that only one of the young folks 
took the disease and had a very 
milk attack of it, since they were 
all using the cream of tartar. 

Shortly after this I got the first 
symptoms of smallpox myself and 
wrote to Col. Sanders asking per- 
mission to return to Calgary in 
order,that I could get proper 
treatment, but he never answered 
my letter, as no doubt he thought 
where I was was the best place 
to stay under the circumstances 
I asked the lady of the house 
where I was staying to mix up 
some cream of tartar for me, 
which she did, and at the end of 
two weeks all my symptoms had 
left me and I was able to return 
to duty again. 


After getting through at Pono- | 


ka I was very glad to get back 
to Calgary again, but to my dis- 
gust a case of smallpox was re- 
ported from Cochrane. I was sent 
out to investigate and whilst do- 
ing this duty the men of the vil- 
lage, headed by the late Honor- 
able C. Fisher, afterward Speaker 
of the House at Edmonton, for 
many years, politely requested 
me to pack up my kit and return 
to Calgary, as I was a menace to 
the village and would spread the 
smallpox amongst them. Before 
replying to that I told them of 
my experiences at Ponoka and 
then threatened to arrest every 


man in the room on the charge | 


of interfering with a constat'e in 
the execution of his duty, that I 
was not going to leave and that 
if I heard any more talk cf this 
kind I would quarantine the 
whole village and nobody would 


come in or go out. Possibly there | 


are men living at Cochrane yet 
who will remember that incident 
However, this brought them to 
their senses and they wanted to 
know if there was any way of 
avoiding smallpox. I told them 
yes, and told them about the 
cream of tartar. I think everybody 
in the village used the remedy, 
with the result that there wag 
only one case developed and that 
was a case of a four or five 
months old baby who was in the 


house where the patient had stay- 
| ed for a few days. The mother 


| was taking the cream of tartar 
and thought that the protection 
would be extended to the baby 
| es she was nu:sing it. However, 
the Faty only had a very light 
| attack and, although the other 


children in the house kissed and 
fondled this baby whilst sick yet 
they did not get the disease 

There was another cause on 
which I tried it since returning 
to civil life, where a man had the 
disease and was quarantined in a 
building by himself. He took the 
remedy and in two weeks was 
howling about being quarantined 
for something he did not have 
and never had. Patients using this 
remedy, it is claimed, will recover 
without any scars

line and oil companies controlled 
the Alberta field and that gov- 
ernment legislation for licensing 
and fixed prices, would add to 
this control. 
Both oil and gas men who laid 
|the charges, appeared on behalf of 
the smaller independent producers 
j and refiners. 

Defence of the larger companies 
was entered by C. D. Meltabarger 
of Calgary, manager of the Texas 


Oil Company of Canada, Ltd., and 
| George H. Steer, K, C.. of Edmon- 
jton, counsel for the Imperial Ou 


Company. S. E, Nord, general man- 
ager of the recently formed Stan- 
}dard Oil of British Columbia de- 
}clared his company would seriously 
consider large capital investments 
“providing there is some assurance 
of stability and protection.” 

Discussion was taking place on 
the bill to provide for the licensing 
of dealers in fuel oil

The House was unanimous 
in support of the Home Secretary 
when he went on to declare that no 
section of the public should be al- 
lowed to suffer abuse or violence 
on account of race, religion or po- 
litical convictions. Unless proper 
action was taken, he said, there 
were in this movement seeds of 
very serious developments.

He added that he had personally 
attended to complaints of violence 
from Jews in the Jewish districts 
of London, He was not satisfied 
with the present position and addi- 
tional police were to be detailed to 
those parts of London,
